2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8, 12-14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , "the register*' lacks antecedent basis. 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Renard 

et al, U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0083305, cited in the previous office 



action. 
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Renard at al teaches the invention as claimed as set forth in the previous office 
action incorporated herein by reference and further teaches loop instmctlon code to 
activate the finite state machine (par. 18, line 14). The instruction code determines 
whether the FSM is to execute the instruction or is prevented from executing the 
instruction. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed January 26, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that the reference does not teach the enabling and preventing 
of FSM based on a field in a microinstruction. 

The reference, however, teaches the instruction code controlling the operation of 
the FSM, and hence examiner believes that the reference teaches enabling and 
preventing of execution by the FSM. The FSM is only operational for a particular 
instruction code. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon Is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Weiaand et al teaches the enabling of a FSM by a microinstruction (col. 3, line 

25). 

Barroso et al teaches the activation and inhibition of a FSM (col. 17, lines 5-25)
